The 
teeth like projections (24) of Maddox are not on a periphery of the rotor but are present to mate 
with corresponding indentations in cuvette ring (6) and prevent relative rotation between the disk 
and rotor assembly. The optical analysis occurs in the cuvette ring which forms the periphery of 
the rotor.
